GOVERNOR JOINS THE PARTY 


Trenton, N. J., Ort 27.— The govern­ 
ment’s long planned suit to break up 
the so called "steel trust” was begun I 
here in the United States circuit court. 
It was the most sweeping anti trust ; 
action ever brought by the department I 
of justice. 
The government asks not only for 
the dissolution of the United States 
Steel corporation, but for the dissolu­ 
tion of all constituents or subsidiary 
companies which are alleged to have! 
combined in violation of the Sherman 
law to "m aintain, or attempt to main- j 
tain, a monopoly of the steel busi-1 
ness.” 
There are thirty-six subsidiary 
corporations named as defendants.

The steel corporation’s lease of the 
Great Northern railw ay’s ore proper­ 
ties, which the directors of the steel 
company form ally decided to canc* I, 
is alleged to be Illegal. 
This action 
of the directors was taken hut a few 
hours before the filing of the hill. 
The government 
acknowledges that 
It was advised of the steel corpora­ 
tion’s intention iii this respect, but 
states that under the terms of the 
lease no cancellation would he effec­ 
tive until Jan. I, 1915, and there is 
no lim it upon the amount of ore that 
can he taken out in the meantime. 
Sensational allegations fairly topple 
over (>ach other in the governm ent’s 
petition, which is an equity proceeding 
praying for injunction to estop con­ 
tinuance of the alleged monopoly and 
sin Ii other relief as the court may 
grant. 
The steel corporation’s acquisition 
of the Tennessee ( ’oui and Iron com­ 
pany during the panic of 1907 Is de­ 
clared Illegal and scathingly criticised. 
The petition declares that E. H. Gary 
and

Prick misled 
former 
President Roosevelt when they told 
him "th at but little benefit w ill come 
to the steel 
corporation 
from 
the 
purchase." 
"T he president,” It says, "w as not 
made fully acquainted with the state 
of affairs in New York relevant to the

known that a desire to stop the panic 
was not the sole moving cause, but 
that there was also a desire and pur­ 
ims# to acquire control of a company 
that recently assumed a positive jk jsI- 
tion of potential competition of great 
significance.
